The editor's Old home town, 


Wilkes-Barre, Pa., which he left 
as a youth, is making one of its 
infrequent appearances in the 
national news. 


The Susquehanna River is at 


a record flood stage, spreading 
havoc in all the 
riverbank 


towns, of which the largest are 
Wilkes-Barre 
and the state 


capital, Harrisburg. 


The Susquehanna drains a 


good-size watershed in north- 
eastern 
Pennsylvania 
and 


empties into Chesapeake Bay. 
The river frequently hits flood 
stage, but usually this occurs in 
April when the Spring thaw 
dumps melted ice and snow into 
the Wyomong Valley section. 


But the current flood is due to 


an 
unseasonal 
rainfall, 


triggered by the 
tropical 


hurricane Agnes, with many 
dead, many more missing, and 
millions of dollars' damage. 
The only floods I saw as a boy 
were when the April thaw 
turned ice floes 
loose 
and 


chocked the gorge, where the 
river narrows between the 
mountains, just south of Wilkes- 
Barre. 


Mention of the old home town 


reminds 
me 
that 
people 


squabble over the pronoun- 
ciation of place names; even 
the home folks Disagree. 


Wilkes-Barre has three radio 


stations. I once heard the an- 
nouncers on two of them 
pronounce the city's name as 
"Wilkes-Berry," which 
is 


correct, while the third station 
had a die-hard who declared it 
was "Wilkes-Barrow." 


Pronounciation goes back to a 


pair of English Liberal leaders 
for whom the city was named: 
Col. Wilkes and Capt. Barre. 


14 dead, 
troops 
claim 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland 


(AP) 
— British troops claimed 


they shot 14 guerrillas in gun 
battles Sunday as the cease-fire 
promised by the Provisional 
wing of the Irish Republican 
Army neared. Six other persons 
were killed during the weekend, 
raising 
Northern 
Ireland's 


death toll to at least 383 in 
three years of communal vio- 
lence. 


Three of the dead were Brit- 


ish soldiers, killed when their 
truck hit a mine near London- 
derry. Troops killed one gun- 
man. The other two dead were 
a Protestant and a Roman 
Catholic, and there was specu- 
lation they were killed by as- 
sassination squads from the ri- 
val religious factions. 


The worst outbreak came 


Sunday when at least 20 gun- 
men attacked the troops in Bel- 
fast. More than 700 rounds 
were fired. 


"They have never been more 


reckless," one British officer 
reported. "It was almost sui- 
cidal the way they came at 
us." 


But the guerrillas as usual 


carried away their casualties, 
and it was not known how 
many were killed and how 
many wounded. 


Meanwhile, a 200-pound bomb 


demolished a hotel in Lisburn, 
a 120-pound charge wrecked a 
bar in Strabane. bomb blasts 
destroyed two border customs 
posts and kjiuimen fired on a 
police station at Beleek for an 
hour. No casualties were re- 
ported in any ,of these attacks.

The suit was filed in Benton 


County Circuit Court by Vivian 
Jones, whose husband, Chauncy 
G. Jones, died 17 days after 
being injured in the crash of 
his pickup truck with a car 
driven by Frank Follett. 


While hospitalized, X rays re- 


vealed that Jones had terminal 
cancer of the lung. 


The Supreme Court held that 


there was a question of fact for 
a jury to determine 
as 
to 


whether the accident was the 
proximate cause of Jones' 
death. 


But the court said the record 


contained no evidence 
as to 


how much the accident shorten- 
ed Jones' 
life, 
since Jones 


would have eventually died of 
the cancer, anyway. 


In such cases. Associate Jus- 


tice Frank Holt wrote for the 
court, the issue must be re- 
manded to the lower court. He 
said the Supreme Court mem- 
bers believed the deficiency of 
proof as to Jones' "shortened"

Roth's family settled in a 


melting-pot, 
working-class 


neighborhood on Flint's North 
Side, where his father worked 
in the old Buick plant. 


Young Roth worked his way 


through college at Notre Dame 
during the depression and re- 
ceived his law degree in 1935 
from the University of Mich- 
igan. 


Roth was appointed to a cir- 


cuit judgeship in 1952, a job he 
held for 10 years before the late 
President Kennedy named him 
to the federal bench.

For trade among nations to 


prosper, there mast be freedom 
in the movement of goods and 
believability in the value of 
currency used to pay for goods.

Flood death toll is 117

'Massive cleanup, relief and 


rebuilding efforts have begun 
as the flood waters recede in 
the devastated East. The death 
toll from the week-long storm 
stood at 117 today and tens of 
thousands remained homeless. 
: As the rivers returned to 
their banks, thousands returned 
to their homes and businesses 
to clear away silt with shovels 
and brooms, and there was a 
break in the crisis that began 
when the storm named Agnes 
Slammed across the Florida 
coast on her disastrous course 
a week ago. 


- With property damage over 
the $1 billion mark in Pennsyl- 
vania alone, the 
storm-torn 


states looked to the federal gov- 
ernment for assistance, and a 
presidential aide promised it 
would be forthcoming. 


The pledge came after the 


governors of five states and a 
representative from a sixth met 
ill Harrisburg, Pa., Sunday 
With George A. Lincoln, direc- 
tor of the President's Office of 
Emergency Preparedness. 


Red Cross officials said 112,- 


000 homeless people were being 
dred for at 330 emergency 
jhelters in Pennsylvania, New 
York, Virginia and Maryland, 
and they launched a disaster 
hind campaign for $10 million. 


While most of the flood threat 


I»as past, watches were still 
Jiept in several areas including 
Petersburg, Va., where the Ap- 
pomattox River was not ex- 


pected to crest until tonight, 
and Almond, N.Y., threatened 
by a 14-mile-long artificial lake 
of rainwater behind a highway 
embankment. 


There were some local prob- 


lems in New York and Pennsyl- 
vania with spectators and loo- 
ters. 


A lack of potable drinking 


water was reported in at least 
80 communities in Pennsylva- 
nia. In New York a shortage of 
containers for bringing in water 
was reported in Elmira. 


At the meeting in Harrisburg 


Sunday, OEP director Lincoln 
told the governors that federal 
assistance ranging from rent- 
free, temporary 
housing to 


unemployment 
compensation 


would be available. 


Pennsylvania Gov. Milton J. 


Shapp expressed concern that 
the aid would not filter through 
the red tape quickly enough. 
Maryland Gov. Marvin Mandel 
said he feared that not enough 
funds would be available. 


Lincoln said the aid would be

of the eardrum. 


The middle ear is the next 


compartment. Inside the ear- 
drum is a great hollow cham- 
ber, the middle ear. At the 
bottom of this hollow cham- 
ber is a tube that passes 
downward and opens in the 
back of the throat (eusta- 
chian tube). Through this 
tube the middle ear cham- 
ber communicates with the 
air in mouth. When air pres- 
sure builds up in the middle 
chamber, air is forced out 
the tube and into the mouth. 
If the pressure in the cham- 
ber falls, air is sucked up 
into the chamber througii 
this same tube. This way, the 
pressure can be changed in 
the middle ear chamber. 


When you go to altitude, 


the thin air creates less pres- 
sure at the external ear, the 
air in the hollow middle ear 
is under greater pressure 
and can push your eardrums 
out. The ear is protected 
against this by leaking air 
from the middle ear cham- 
ber through the tube to the 
mouth. 


When descending from al- 


titude, as the air pressure 
increases, the external pres- 
sure against the eardrum 
p u s h e s inward. Too much 
pushing in and out of the 
e a r d r u m causes irritation 
called barotrauma. 


Overgrowth of t i s s u e in 


the t h r o a t near the tube 
opening may make it impos- 
sible for air to pass freely in 
and out of the middle ear 
chamber. Sometimes, surgi- 
cal r e m o v a l of the over- 
grown tissue is needed. 


I doubt your problem is 


barotrauma, since it occurs 
several times a day without 
c h a n g i n g altitude. More 
likely it is related to ear 
damage that amplifies some 
sounds but not others. This 
occurs most 
often with in- 
creasing age. 


Your ears are exception- 


ally important, and anyone 
who is having hearing prob- 
lems certainly deserves a 
c a r e f u l examination by a 
specialist.

Democratic Convention's Cre- 
dentials Committee is wading 
into a massive round of dele- 
gate challenges that loom as 
the most critical hurdle left in 
George McGovern's path to the 
nomination. 


In what may be the severest 


test yet of the party's sweeping 
reform rules—many of which 
were 
promulgated 
by 


McGovern—the 
panel 
must 


weigh a record 80 challenges 
.•iffecting delegations from HO 
states. 


"McGovern's interest now," 


said his committee coordinator, 
Eli Segal, "is in a peaceful and 
harmonious convention. Creden- 
tials has the most potential for 
trouble." 


Although McGovern strate- 


gists were working feverishly 
to minimize conflicts in Un- 
seating of delegates, 
several 


cases pose an inescapable di- 
lemma lo his followers who 
control the Credentials Com- 
mittee. 


By refusing to compromise 


McGovern's reform ideals, they 
could 
alienate 
Old 
Guard 


Democrats in Illinois and sev- 
eral other states whose support 
could prove vital to his chances 
against President Nixon. If, on 
the other hand, they gloss over 
reform violations, they risk im- 
periling his credibility among 
liberals, blacks, women and 
youth. 


Moreover, in a challenge in 


California, any ruling favorable 
to those who contend the slate's

journalist who, as his father 
was, long been aligned with the 
civil-rights movement in the 
South, is a "loyalist" Demo- 
crat whose delegation is being 
contested by Mississippi regu- 
lars led by Gov.
